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A Few Words by the Editor

. which is remarkable chiefly for what it omits to say 
on the important public measures that the people 
have been urging on the attention of Congress in 

their efforts to secure much needed legislation, recommends an 
increase in the rate of postage on magazines and periodicals 
which have a wide circulation by mail. 

The President asks Congress to make the magazines and 
periodicals (which would include CoMFORT) pay a higher rate 
of postage than the daily papers. : 

This would be a very unjust discrimination against the 
millions of good people on the farms and in the small towns 
who constitute the great bulk of the subscribers to the monthly 
papers such as CoMFORT. J 

The President does not state how much he would advise 
raising the rate, but the various propositions that have ‘followed 
in the wake of his suggestion inyolve an increase of from three 
to five times the present rate of postage. 

The subscriber now gets the benefit of the present fay- 
orable but fair and reasonable postage rate, and necessarily it is 
the subscriber that will have to pay any increased tax that the 
government may see fit to put on the dissemination of knowl- 
edge and current literature among the people. For the pub- 
lishers to try to stand it would drive them into bankruptcy in 
short order. 

‘The President bases his recommendation on an evident 
misunderstanding of the results of certain statistics of the Post- 
Office Department which he mentions. 

He assumes from these figures that the government 
must be losing money in carrying newspapers and magazines 
at the present publishers’ rate of one cent a pound, while, as 
has often been pointed out the publishers’ postage, together 
with the letter postage which results from periodical circula- 
tion, returns a substantial profit to the government. 4 


The true situation is so ably presented by that con- 


servative and influential magazine The Review of Reviews, 
that we quote the following extract from its January editorial 
on this part of the President’s message: . 

“Postal Rates. A recommendation that shows lack of 
full study advises the increase of postal rates’ on newspapers, 
Magazines, and periodicals. For a long time second-class 
matter has been carried at 1 cent a pound. If this is less than 
it costs the government to transport and distribute newspapers 
and periodicals, it does not necessarily follow that the rate 
ought to be raised. Within the memory of middle-aged per- 
sons postage on newspapers and periodicals was paid by the 
subscribers at their local post-offices. The change of law re- 
quiring advance payment at pound rates by the publishers 
shifted the burden from the subscribers and was a convenient 
reform. Itis true that printed matter constitutes the large 
part of the mail carried by the government. But the periodi- 
cals do more to nationalize literature and public opinion than 
any other one thing. Furthermore, very much of the profita- 
ble business of the Post-Office Department grows directly out

It is impossible 
properly to consider the rate of postage to be charged by the 
government on one ciass of matter without studying the rela- 
tion of the rates on different classes to one another. Mr. Taft 
is actuated by a commendable desire to lighten the burdens of 
the government and to introduce economies. But asa matter 
of fact the carrying of newspapers and periodicals is not a 
burden to the Post-Office Department, and it isa great boon to 
the intelligent public of America, 

“Is There a Postal Deficit? It should be borne in mind 
that what he calls a deficit in the Post-Office Department is not 
real.” The Post-Office Department is earning a large surplus 
profit on the business it carries on for its patrons. Even if ail 
publishers and private individuals and firms withdrew their 
business from the Post-Office Department, the government 
would still have its own large distribution of letters and 
printed material to make for Congress, for the Departments at 
Washington, and for the official business of several hundred 
thousand people constituting the civil and military services of 
the United States. It would probably have to pay from seventy- 
five to a hundred million dollars a year to carry on its own 
postal-business. Yet the books of the Post-Office Department 
do not make any account whatsoever of this vast item. It is 
safe to say there is no other government in the world whose 
postal department is not credited with the expense it incurs for 
handling the business of the other departments. = 

* It is just as much a matter of government expense to 
transport official documents as to transport troops. The War 
Department makes record of the cost of transporting troops, 
but no reports of the Post-Office Department indicate the cost 
of carrying the government’s own materials. 

“The Real Burdens. Furthermore, the enormous exten- 
sion of free rural delivery has added a burden of many millions 
of dollars to the Poét-Office Department without bringing im- 
mediate financial returns.. Congress ought to have made some 
direct appropriation for this service. Even if the free rural 
carriers could be permitted to deiiver smaii parcels for the 
benefit of the people on their routes, this valuable extension of 
the service could soon be made almost self-supporting. It is not

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uninteresting to note the fact that certain express companies 
and other private interests are always lobbying at Washington 
to prevent the passage of such measures as a parcel post for the 
eqnvenience of the people.

The méa@pazines 
and periodicals of this country con fessedly surpass in merit. 
those of any other part of the world. Their merit is due to 
their patronage by a great and intelligent nation spread from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. A hostile postal policy such as Mr. 
Taft proposes would have made impossible the development of 
such valuable and beautiful expressions of our life as are typi- 
fied, for example, by the Century Magazine. Let the Posé- 
Office Department set its own house in order, give us a dalance- 
sheet of its real transactions as the other departments of the 
government do, rid itself of its harmful and extravagant rela- 
tions to politics and party spoils, and bring a permanent busi- 
ness head to the conduct of its large affairs. Then, it necessary 
to deal with such delicate questions as radical changes in rates, 
there will be time enough to discuss them on their merits.” 

The foregoing expresses the views of the associated peri- 
odical publishers, and we urge every one of our subscribers who

largely curtailed. This preferential rate was established years 
ago by Congress for the purpose of encouraging and facilitating 
the dissemination of knowledge through papers, periodicals 
and magazines, and the direct result has been that America has 
the best, the largest number, most widely circulated and cheap- 
est magazines and periodicals in the world, with a correspond- 
ing elevating influence on the intelligence and morals of our 
people, If any enterprise on earth is deserving of government 
subsidy this is. If it is a subsidy,—and for the reason already 
explained, that the government makes a handsome profit on the 
entire postage directly resulting from periodical eirculation, we 
claim it is not,—still if it is, it is one that the people get the

Drawnwork 


S several requests have come in from 

those who are anxious to take up 

this form of fancy work we illus- 

trate a few simple patterns which 

beginners should have no difficulty 
in duplicating. In all cases, one should first 
proceed to draw the 
threads from the 
space to be worked, 
after which hom- 
stitch both edges in- 
to equal sized groups 
of threads, although 
it is not necessary to 
count them. 

Fig. 1 and 2 both 
illustrate the prin- 
ciple of this work; 
in’ both a centra 
thread is run, knot- 
ting a certain num- 
ber of groups of 
threads together. 
Then threads are run 
from one side to the 
other crossing the 
central thread and 
knotting each group 
separately. Fig. 2 
shows double hem- 
stitching and threads, two and two knotted 
very closely together. i 

Fig. 3 shows very plainly how one can pro- 
ceed to work out any design. No other stitches 
besides these are employed to obtain the filmy 
lacy effect of the Sunburst design shown above. 

To work a border of a cloth in this way, 
after folding and bast- 
ing the hem, draw the 
thread from a two- 
inch space, leave a 
third inch of the 
material and draw two 
inches, hemstitch all 
% around and on each 
edge of each space, 
then. buttonhole the 
“4 corners where the four 

(i wheels appear. Run 
ga central thread 
FA through each side, 

-jcrossing at the cor- 
ners and fastening se- 
curely into the hems. 

On each side of this 
thread cross and knot 
in four threads. 
Weave in the center 
of each group, going 
around three or four 
times to give firmness, then twist the thread 
around a thread, and a quarter inch from the 
center, knot a circle, second row around begin 
to form the little points as shown by going 
under a spoke and over the thread which forms 
the circle, proceed around in this way four or 
five times, then by twisting over threads go to 
the next group, and proceed by working from 
the center out as before.

One ‘had a big dark gall. After the first morning I 
never had more than three a day; some days not any. 
We gave cholera medicine and limberneck medicine, 
but it didn’t do any good. Now, if you can, please 
tell us what was the trouble, and what to do for 
them, if any more get sick. We haven’t had any 
now for over a week. We lost them all between the 
thirteenth and twenty-first of this month. I have 
been an appreciative reader for a long time, so I 
thought I would come to you in our trouble, for Com- 
FORT is always like a ray of sunshine on a cloudy 
day. 

P. S.—Sometimes they had spells something like fits. 
They also had a brownish slime in their mouths and 
throats. I took a feather and swabbed them and fed 
them bran. Some could not swallow it. Their mouths 
and throats looked good. 

A.—tThe postscript to your letter convinces me that 
your birds were suffering from poison of some sort. 
You say it can’t be limberneck, because there is noth- 
ing around to give it to them; but as your birds have 
free range it is next to impossible for you to be 
sure of that. They may wander into the woods far 
from the house, where you never go, and it is quite 
likely that there is some dead animal hidden in the 
brush. On the other hand it may be the effect of 
Paris green or Rough on Rats, or the scum in old 
paint cans. Without knowing just what ground the 
birds wander over, it is difficult for me to guess what 
may be the trouble. But should such symptoms ap- 
pear at any future time, I advise you to treat for 
poison. Administer a teaspoonful of Castor oil to each 
sick bird, or if the ofl is not at hand, give the same 
quantity .of white of egg. 


E. B. L.—What ailed my turkey? Yesterday noon 
it began to look droopy. I caught it, and its breath 
was awfully foul. It died about dark the same even- 
ing. I held a post mortem, but ‘could see nothing 
wrong that I know of. The heart was rather large, 
I thought, and lots of clotted blood at the entrance 
to heart. A yellow, slimy, bubbly stuff was ar 4d 
the heart. I do not know the common size or color 
of a turkey’s heart, but it seemed. pretty large, and 
seemed dark-colored at the small ends. The lights were 
black or very dark-blue, speckled. I made a mash of 
bran, and put some cayenne pepper, carbolic acid and 
turpentine in it, and fed the rest of the turkeys last 
night. They shook their heads but ate it. I feed 
them wheat, sometimes a little oats, also bone meal. 
They run at large. Their house has been dry until 
within the last few days, when it rained so hard it 
beat in and wet the ground floor. 

Please answer through Comrort. Is it more prof- 
itable to raise turkeys by incubator, or by turkey 
hens or chicken hens? How do you feed incubator 
turkeys? I cooked some fresh salmon and fed the 
turkeys a few days before that one died. 

A.—What is commonly called blackhead is a disease 
which starts in the intestines, and according to Dr. 
Theobald Smith, the heart and liver would look much 
as you describe it. The disease first attacks the lower 
bowel, which thickens and enlarges. The liver is at- 
tacked later, and often becomes spotted, sometimes 
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Is There a Best Breed? 


HAT breed do you consider the 
best? is a question which comes 
to me several times every month. 
Most of our constant readers must 
know by this time that I person- 
ally prefer White Wyandottes, but 
when it comes to saying which is the best breed, 
I honestly don’t believe there is a universal best. 
The heavy fowls, like Wyandottes, Rocks and 
Cochins, are not as well adapted to hot South- 
ern states as are Leghorns, Minorcas, and Anda- 
lusians; yet there are many flocks of the heavy 
birds being kept in the South, many of them 
quite as profitable as the lighter birds. Truth to 
tell, 1c is not so much the variety of fowl as the 
owner of the bird that makes the difference. Of 
course even a genius in poultry culture could not 
make a scrub lot of mongrels bring in the returns 
a good flock would, but an experienced poultry- 
man can usually make any sort of ei 
healthy fowls profitable, and a careless, inexperi- 
enced man may have just as poor luck with 
thoroughbreds. It is food and care which counts 
most; I have seen it demonstrated dozens of 
times. During the spring and summer nearly 
anyone can make a fair showing, but it is this

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ally gets darker. ‘The birds may be affected for many 
weeks without attracting attention, especially whilst 
bright warm weather lasts; but as soon as cold rains 
set in,-they will become rapidly worse, So that death 
frequently seems sudden and mysterious. Just how the 
disease originates has not been definitely decided, but it 
is believed that it is contagious. And is spread through 
the droppings of affected birds. Now, after telling you 
what I think was the matter with your turkey, I con- 
fess that I don’t know any remedy. It is a case 
of prevention, and the only help, if the ground around 
your poultry-house happens to be heavy, clayey land, 
there is much more danger than on sandy ground. If 
you have ever had a case on the premises, penitry runs 
should be changed, and the old ground thoroughly 
cleansed with a growing crop. Be specially careful 
of the brood coops next spring. Take them as far 
away as possible from the old stands. 


B. P.—Do you think it better to raise chickens in 
an incubator when you want them for early fryers? 
Last year I lost the early market through the hens 
not getting broody until late. (2) What size machine 
would you advise me to get? I have eight hens, but 
I don’t want to set them all at once, as I have a 
good market for the eggs. .(3) Are ducks hard to 
raise? How long is it before they are ready for the 
market? (4) Do you believe that chicks do as well 
when they are hatched in an incubator? 

A.—Most assuredly I think it better to use an in- 
ecubator. Hens are not to be depended on to sit 
well in the spring. Besides whi I think it is 
much easier to have a lot ef chicks all at one time. 
(2) I eonsider machines which range 4f size from 
one hundred and twenty to one hundred and sixty eggs 
most convenient. (3) Ducks are not at all hard to 
raise, if you will remember the following points: Don’t 
let them get wet until they are feathered out. Don’t 
let them be exposed to the direct rays of the noonday 
sun. Don’t forget to mix sharp grit with all their 
food until they are a month old. Don’t forget that 
they must have both animal and vegetable food. Don’t

to provide Biddy with all these things when she 
cannot find them for herself, because it is then 
that eggs are worth most. A bone-mill will cost 
from seven to twenty dollars, and will pay for it- 
self in a season if there is a stron; man to use it, 
and a butcher near by who can supply fresh 
bones. But lots of our readers live far from a 
butcher, and can’t fd ey on green bones, nor 
a man’s time to grind them either. But such 
people can buy beef-scraps or crushed bone, There 
are several brands of both on the market, which 
cost about two dollars and fifty cents per hun- 
dred pounds. ~ Don’t say you can’t afford such 
a high-priced food for your hens. Five dozen 
eggs will pay for a bag, and it will surely result 
in more than twice five dozen eggs. esides, 
there is another advantage; the chicks which 
will be hatched in the spring will be stronger, 
and make qienee growth, than those hatched 
from eggs laid by _poorly-fed hens. Vegetable 
food is best supplied by clover hay cut into inch 
lengths and steamed. Like the beef-scraps, it is 
put up specially for poultry, already chopped, 
and can be had in any town throughout the coun- 
try. Grit and oyster-shell can also be bought at 
any store which carries poultry supplies, but 
there is often plenty of gravel to be got near 
home, either at the mouth of a sand-pit, or from 
the bed of a stream. Old plaster rubbish will 
supply the lime. Clover hay and bran both con- 
tain quite a large percentage of lime, so if you 
feed mash containing clover “ay and bran, you 
ean .» better without the shell than any other 
of the items mentioned. A little thoughtful in- 
dustry will enable you to keep a constant supply 
of water in some contrivance which will not 
freeze. A bag of d leaves or a forkful of 
swamp hay, or a pailful of sweepings. from the 
hay-mow, strewn on the henhouse floor, will 
keep the birds busy and happy on’ stormy days, 
when they can’t get out. If you forget to lay in 
a store of dry earth — in the fall, from which 
to fill the dust-baths, sift your coal ashes and 
use them. They will answer quite as well. When 
the thermometer falls below zero, take out the 
perches and put a big pile of hay in their place. 
The birds will creep up on to it at night, and 
sleep comfortably, protected from the cold floor. 
If the perches cannot be easily removed, stuff a 
lot of hay under them; it will do almost as well.

Lots 
of poor hens go to roost with empty crops, while 
corn lies around on the ground to attract rats, 
just because some folks forgot to feed until it is 
greedy dusk, and the birds haven’t time to pick 
it up.

I ean only count 
on about twenty a day, and the machine I bought 
holds two hundred. I got it cheap from a neighbor 
who was moving away, or I should have got a smaller 
one. 

A.—Read the beginning of this month’s talk; it 
will help you, I- hope. (2) No, you can’t hatch any 
geese eggs at the same time, because the latter take 
longer to hatch, and need more moisture, so you can- 
not regulate the ventilation to suit both. (3) No, all 
the eggs should be put into the machine at the same 
time. When you learn more about incubation, and 
the evaporation that takes place as the chick develops 
in the shell, and the moisture which is liberated when 
it hatches, and the proper manipulation of the venti-

lators on the machine, yon will realize the impos- 
Sibiliiy of such a method. It would be better to 
eggs to. fill the machine, or hatch some for a neighbor 
on shares. The incubator need not be filled to its 
fuli capacity, but it seems a waste of oil to keep a 
large machine going for a few eggs, so I advise you to 
try and get someone for the sharing plan.

A. P. M.—Please tell me how to cure feathers. 

A.—Our plan is to pluck the birds dry as soon 
as cold. The soft fluffy feathers go into one pan, the 
wing and tail feathers into another. After the pluck- 
ing, is through, the coarse feathers are stripped, the 
quills being thrown away, and the feathery part added 
to the other pan. We have an old stove in the 
feed-house, where we spread out the feathers on papers 
in the evening, leaving the door open and letting them 
bake for three or four hours, stirring them about sev- 
eral times to let the moisture escape. After they are 
cool they are put into a store bag, and hung in a dry 
closet. When the bright spring weather comes, we 
make a large boiler full of strong suds, with white 
soap and a little ammonia.

Abraham Lincoln, son of “Virginia John,” prospered on 

the two hundred acres with which his father started him in ~~ ~ 

life in the wilds of western Virginia, now Rockingham County, \‘ 


but he caught the western “fever” from the stream of settlers that 


were flocking into the almost unexplored regions of Kentucky. 
So he sold his Virginia lands and took his wife and five children 
into the Kentucky wilderness to build a new home and clear a 
farm. This was a dangerous undertaking because Kentucky was 
so overrun with hostile Indians that out of a population of thirty 
thousand, then inhabiting her territory, not more than eighteen or 
twenty families dared live in houses outside the forts and stock- 
ades, This Abraham Lincoln, the Kentucky pioneer, waS shot 
and.killed by Indians in 1788, while working on his land with his: 

three sons. He was the grandfather, not the father of President © 
Lincoln as erroneously stated under the picture of his death scene, 


His two elder sons, for some unknown reason appear to have 
inherited the father’s property; the two daughters married well, 
but the youngest son, Thomas was turned adrift to shift for him- 
self at the tender age of ten years without having been taught to 
read or write. 3 

The boy Thomas, destined to be the father of the President, 
wandering about and doing farmwork anywhere he could find em- 
ployment, did well to support himself and to learn the carpenter’s / 
trade, without finding time or opportunity to acquire the first rudi- 
ments of education, for he never learned to read or write except to” 
make a scrawl which passed for his signature. . 

_He has been unjustly represented as shiftless and indolent. 
While he was not remarkable for energy and ability, and never 
acquired more than a living and a home, he must. have possessed 
an average measure of these qualities, else he could not have 
saved enough at twenty-five years of age to purchase the farm 
now famous as the birthplace of his son Abraham. 
_ _ He was credited by his neighbors as possessing good 
judgment and sound common sense, and was respected 
as a man of uncompromising integrity and honor, exem- 
plary morals and high principles, and though kind-hearted 
pleasant and easy in his dealings, and inclined to be , 
charitable to the failings of others, he had sufficient crit 
to fight for his rights when driven to do so, . 

In_1806 he married Nancy Hanks, a beautiful 
young woman of superior mental and moral quali- 
ties, but who, left an orphan at nine years of age, 
in growing up in that rude community had suf- 
fered many hardships such as had saddened 
and blighted his youth. Reading was the 
limit of her educational attainment. 

She was a remarkable woman, 
considering the disadvantages. under

. ABRAHAM LINCOLN, born February 12, 1809, in 
the. Kentucky log cabin, was named after his 
grandfather who was killed by the Indians. 
The grandfather was named for his great-uncle 
who settled in Pennsylvania ; so we find Abraham 
o. Seroently recurring name in the Lincoln 
amily. — — ; 

Tarrte ABE WAS A STRONG, robust child and 
grew rapidly. As soon as he was large enough 
to follow his father ‘to the field he began to as- 
sist in the work, dropping seed, doing errands 
and bringing water as he is shown in one of our 
small illustrations. : 

“AT “SEVEN YEARS™OF AGE he first attended 
school, which was a great event with him, as he 
had less than a year’s schooling all told. One of 
our pictures shows him, bareheaded, starting out 
for his first day’s schooling while his father, axe 
in hand and seated on a log, is saying to him, 
“Do the best you can, Abe, it’s only a short time 
you have to learn.” 

_~ $0 STRONG WAS THE PIONEER INSTINCT in Abra- 
ham’s father that the following November, 1816, 
he sold his Kentucky home for ten barrels of 
whiskey at seventy cents a gallon and twenty 
dollars in money, all the cash he could get, and 
joined the tide of emigration then setting into 
the new territory of Indiana.

_._ THE YEAR SUCCEEDING THE DEATH of Nancy

- tucky, a widow with three children. She was a 
most estimable woman and did her best to fill 

' the place of mother to young Abraham who 
showed his gratitude -by filial affection, respect 
and obedience.

A _ servant 
came in and whispered something to Mrs. Lin- 
coln, and she spoke sharply to attract her hus- 
band’s wandering attention: 

“‘*My. dear, what’ do you think? Mr. 
was robbed last night, and he is dead.’ 

“‘*Why did they kill him? asked Mr. Lincoln 
roused by the news. 

“ ‘No, probably they would have done so, but 
he died of fright while they were robbing him.’ 

“Mr. Lincoln drew down the corners of his 
mouth and remarked quietly as he passed bis cup 
for more coffee: 

“*Ah yes, I see, another case of a man dying 
to save his life.’”’

way to the War Department one day. Our way 
led through a small park between the White 
House and the War Department Building. As we 
entered this park we noticed Mr. Lincoln just 
ahead of us, and meeting him a private soldier 
who was evidently in a violent passion, as he was 
swearing in a high key, cursing the government 
from the President down. Mr. Lincoln paused 
as he met the irate soldier, and asked him what 
was the matter. ‘Matter enough,’ was the reply. 
‘I want my monéy. I have been discharged here, 
and can’t get my pay.’ Mr. Lincoln asked if he 
had his papers, saying that he used to practice 
law in a-small way and possibly could help him. 
My friend and I stepped behind some con nient 
shrubbery where we could watch the result. Mr, 
Lineoln took the papers from the hands of the 
crippled soldier, and sat dowr with him at the 
foot of @ convenient tree, where he examined 
them carefully, and writing a line on the back 
told the soldier to take them to Mr. Potts, chief 
clerk of the War Department, who would doubt- 
less attend to the matter at once. After Mr. 
Lincoln had left the soldier, we stepped out and 
asked him if he knew whom he had been talk- 
ing with. ‘Some ugly old fellow who pretends to 
be a lawyer,’ was the reply. My compa~‘on 
asked to see the papers, and on their being 
handed to him, pointed to the endgrsement the 

had received. This indorsement read: ‘Mr. 
Potts, attend to this man’s case at once and see 
that he gets his pay. A. L.’ The initials were 
too familiar with men in position to know them 
to be ignored. .We went with the soldier, who 
ha’? just returned from Libby Prison and had 
been given a hospital certificate for discharge, to 
see Mr. Potts, and before the Paymaster’s of- 
fice was closed for the day, he had received his 
discharge and check for the money due him, 
he in the meantime not knowing whether to be 
the more pleased or sorry to think he had cursed 
‘Abe Lincoln’ to his face.” 

The President himself visited the hospitals 
as often as he could, visits never forgotten by 
the men to whom he + von as he passed up and 
down the wards, shaking hands here, giving a 
cheering word there, making jocular comments 
everywhere. There are men still who tell of a 
little scene they witnessed at Armory uare in 
186s. A soldier of the 140th regiment, Pennsyl- 
vyania Volunteers, had been wounded in the *" ul- 
der at the battle of Chancellorsville and taken 
to Washington. One day, as he was. becoming 
eorvalescent, a whisper ran down the long row 
of cots that the President was in the building 
and would soon pass by.

POISONING.—I lost a three-year-old filly recently. 
A number of horses have died, the same way, on this 
place. She began to sweat easily when I was working 
her and then she got stiff in her body and limbs and 
became paralyzed. She seemed hungry and could not 
masticate her food. Her tongue became dry with a 
purple streak around her teeth, and she had no use 
of herself at all; she lived five days. There is a lava 
formation in this country and there is an abundance 
of poison oak along the river. I have just moved here. 
I understand that there has been fifteen or twenty 
head die on this place The same way. H. E. B. 

A.—The purple streak around the teeth may in- 
dicate poisoning and we would suspect lead asthe 
poison taken. Possibly you can find a source of such 
a’ poison. If it is not that a, thorough investiga- 
tion will have to be made by a veterinarian, It 
would be well to notify the state veterinarian or the 
yeterinarian of the agricultural experiment station of 
your state. Poison ivy would not cause such cases, 
but it is quite likely that the horse ate some other 
poisonous plant.

A. The conditions described may be due to mam- 
mitis or may be the indications of tuberculosis of the 
adder.

MamMMiTISs.—I have a Jersey cow that had sore teats; 
they would crack and bleed every time she was milked. 
Ina f days she gave lumpy milk from the right 
front teat, and now it is in all of the teats; the 
left hind one seems stiff arid she doesn’t eat_ much; 
she was fresh the last of July. D. V. 

A.—The cracks and sores got infected with filth 
germs and the infection spread into the udder by way 
of the milk ducts... The present condition is unprom- 
ising and the quarters may lose their milk produc- 
ing function. Bathe the udder three times daily with 
hot water and then rub in a warmed mixture of lard 
oil or sweet oil to each ounce of which has been 
added two drams each of fiuid extracts of poke root 
and belladonna leaves. Apply benzoated oxide of zinc 
ointment twice daily to all sores. Better have her 
tested with tuberculin as she may have tuberculosis 
and the test will decide the matter. 


WEAK STIFLE.—We have a mule that seems to be 
string-halted in one hind leg, and when he starts to 
walk he will drag his foot, then he will go all right. 
He was not that way wher he was first born, and he 
seems to be getting worse. We let him stay out in the 
spring rains, and then we noticed it. Mrs. F. W. 

A.—You do not describe the. symptoms of string- 
halt. The condition suggests weakness of the stifle 
joint so that the patalla slips out and in .when the 
mule walks. This is due to lack of strength and tone 
in the ligaments and muscles of the joint. It should 
prove curable in time. Tie mule up in stall so that he 
cannot lie down or move back and forth and have 
the veterinarian blister the stifle at intervals of three 
or four weeks or rub in a stimulating liniment once or 
twice daily. 


CLEANING BONES.—Can you kindly inform me how 
to remove all flesh ‘from bones of a horse so as to 
preserve the skeleton? : B;: Re D. 

A.—After cutting and scraping away all flesh the 
bones may be immersed in boiling water and then in 
a solution of concentrated lye. The latter must not be 
made too strong else it will eat into the bone. It will 
clean and bl®ach the bones nicely if properly used. 
Each bone has to be separated from its neighbor’s and 
treated separately during the cleansing and whitening 
process. 


IfrpacTion.—Three sheep were taken sick the same 
way; at first I would find them lying down with their 
necks stretched and heads lying flat on the ground and 
not eating. They have a cough and a rattling in their 
throat. The first one got so it wouldn’t lie down 
very much but would stand around and lean up against 
something. It run at the nose and mouth and had 
a disagreeable odor until it died. rar Fy 

A.—When a sheep dies the owner should open it 
and try to determine the cause of death. He then 
will be the better able to prevent similar attacks and 
losses. We suspect that the sheep died of impaction 
of the rumen or bowels from eating too much coarse 
roughage Without succulent food. Prevent by always 
feeding succulent or laxative foods to keep the bowels 
open. ‘Treat by administering four ounces of epsom 
salts dissolved in warm water containing two drams 
of pulverized barbadoes aloes. Rectal injections of 
soapy. warm water and glycerine may also be given 
every. three or four hours until the bowels move freely. 


MENESS.—My mare, about twelve or fourteen 
me old is atta her right front leg. It is swelled 
from the hock joint or ankle up to the knee; the 
swelling is the worst on the knee which seems to be 
swelled large and hard and tight and it is very tender 
and sore, it has been this way for six weeks. When 
she places her foot flat to the ground her ankle jumps 
back or pops a little. It seems to me that her ankle is 
out of place or sprained. She caught her foot in the 
crevice of a rock, and it was two days after that 
she became lame in the foot.

Washington Detested Profanity 


The “Father of his Country,” not only could 
not tell a lie but he never uttered a profane or 
vulgar word. Such language shocked and dis- 
gusted him. 

As a colonel, at the age of twenty, he issued 
an order prohibiting profanity in his regiment 
and imposing a penalty for any violation. 

As commander-in-chief in the Revolutionary 
war he issued the following as a general order: 

“The General is sorry to be informed that the 
foolish and profane practice of cursing and 
swearing, a vice hitherto little known in an 
American army, is growing into fashion. He 
hopes that the officers will, by example as well as 
by influence, endeavor to check it, and that both 
they and the men will reflect that we can have 
little hope of the blessing of Heaven on our aims 
if we insult it by our impiety and folly. Add to 
this, it is a vice so mean and low, without any 
temptation, that every man of sense and char- 
acter detests and despises it.” 





Washington Wasa Sincere Christian 


Washington was much distregsed because dur- 
in winter |ing the first year of the war of independence 
his return | the religious interests of his troops had not been 

| looked after, and he wrote Congress earnestly 
soliciting that chaplains be supplied to the army. 
In his letter is the following expression of his 
abiding faith:

Washington never missed an opportunity to at- 
tend church on Sunday, and though a member of 
the Episcopal church, then called ““‘The Church of 
England,” he was gh glad to attend the 
divine service of any other denomination when 
he happened to be in a place where his own 
church was not represented. 

When his army was near Morristown, New 
Jersey, he called on Rev. Dr. Jones, pastor of 
the Presbyterian .church, to inquire whether the 
rules of that church permitted chufch-members 
of other denominations to partake of its holy 
communion service which was to be celebrated 
the next Sunday. : - 

“Certainly,” replied the good minister. “Ours . 
is not the Presbyterian table, General, but the 
Lord’s table; and we give the wWord’s invitation 
to all his followers, of whatever name.” : 

“ET am glad. of it.” said Washington. “That 
is as it should be. But, as I was not quife sure | 
of the fact, I thought I would ascertain it from-~ 
yourself, as I propose to join you on that occa- 
sion. Though a member of the Church of Eng- 
land, I have no exclusive partialities.”

We think it much wiser for you to adjust 
your money matters with your husband during his life- 
time, than to depend upon collecting a claim against 
his estate. 

Mrs. C. B., Ohio.—We do not think you should al- 
low yourself to think about a divorce from your hus- 
band, as it might mean separation from your baby. 
Divorces are bad things for a young woman of seven- 
teen who has been married long enough to have a 
ehild, we think that, when both you and your baby 
grow a little older, you will probably find some other 
way of removing your unhappiness. ‘
